Work rule tacked 
on to Medicaid 


States will be allowed 
to require ‘able-bodied’ 
recipients to hold job

WASHINGTON — Rewrit- 
ing the rules on health care for 
the poor, the Trump admin- 
istration said Thursday it will 


allow states to require “able- 
bodied” Medicaid recipients 
to work, a hotly debated first 
in the program’s half-century 
history. 

Seema Verma, head of the 
Centers for Medicare and 
Medicaid Services, said requir- 
ing work or community in- 
volvement can make a positive 
difference in people’s lives and 


in their health. The goal is to 
help people move from public 
assistance into jobs that pro- 
vide health insurance. “We see 
people moving off of Medicaid 
as a good outcome,’ she said. 
But advocates said work 
requirements will become one

Inquiry launched under sanctuary cities ban 


Paxton targets police chief 
over Immigrants’ release

AUSTIN — Texas has launched 
its first investigation under the state’s 
sanctuary cities law, the attorney gen- 


eral’s office said Thursday. 

San Antonio Police Chief William 
McManus is being investigated after 
several citizens complained to the 
state about his handling of a human 
smuggling case in December. 

“Our office has received multiple 
complaints alleging that the San An- 
tonio police chief violated Senate Bill 
4, the Texas law prohibiting sanctuary 


city policies that the attorney general 
has authority to enforce, Marc Ry- 
lander, communications director for 
Attorney General Ken Paxton, said in 
a prepared statement to The Dallas 
Morning News. “We have begun our 
investigation and demanded that the 
San Antonio Police Department pre- 
serve all of its records relating to the 
incident.” 


Late Wednesday, the attorney gen- 
eral’s office sent San Antonio city of- 
ficials a letter notifying them of the in- 
vestigation and asking for the records 
preservation. San Antonio Mayor Ron 
Nirenberg said at a news conference 
Thursday that the city will cooperate 
with any lawful investigation.

Lawsuit targets at least 
TI companies, including 
maker of OxyContin

Dallas County sued a slew 
of drug companies and doc- 
tors this week over their al- 
leged roles in the deadly opi- 
oid epidemic, joining dozens 
of other governments na- 
tionwide that have launched 
court battles. 

The 59-page claim filed 
Monday in Dallas County 
court accuses at least 11 
pharmaceutical companies 
— including Purdue Pharma, 
which makes the bestsell- 
ing painkiller OxyContin 
— and three local doctors of 
knowingly pushing addic- 
tive drugs on patients while 
claiming they were safe. The 
three doctors have all been 
convicted of illegal “pill mill” 
over-prescription practices. 

“While using opioids has 
taken an enormous toll on 
Dallas County and its resi- 
dents, defendants have real- 
ized blockbuster profits,’ the 
lawsuit said. “In 2014 alone, 
opioids generated $11 billion 
in revenue for drug compa- 
nies like defendants.”
